A dreadful thunderstorm passed over 


Jauer, in Prussian Silesa, on Saturday 
‘morning. The tremendous fall of rain 
caused a flood of unprecedented volume 
to eweep down the river Neiase, Which 
overflowed ite banks, carrying away & 
mumber of bridges and sweeping off sev- 
eral houses. Half a dozen or more per- 
sons were drowned, and the damage to 
property will reach several million dol- 
lars. 

Advices have reached Berlin from 5Ste- 
phenie, a town in the Government of 
Volhynia, Russia, showing that nearly 
the whole village has been destroyed by 
fire. Five thousand persons encamped in 
the fields about the burning town, each 
family standing guard over the property 
they had hastily removed. While thus 
encamped a cyclone broke over the place, 
breaking up the rescued property and 
sweeping by far the greater portion of 
it away. 

It ia not often that a woman is able 
to array herself in a fabric which three 
hundred years ago was the property of 
a& Queen of England. The Countess of 
Pembroke bad this privilege at Friday's 
drawing-room when her white and ail- 
ver gown and light peach velvet train 
were trimmed with old point de Flandre 
which had once been worn by Queen 
Elizabeth. It was in admirable pre- 
servation, and consisted of deep flounces 
partiy of floral designs, and also dis- 
playing a terrace walk, with birds on 
peaestals, most quaint and curious. 

Colliers in the mining district around 
Falkenau, not far from Marburg, struck 
several days ago because their many 
grievances concerning the administra- 
tion of the mines were not remedied. On 
Friday the strikers rioted in and near 
Falkenan. They refused to disperse 
when a force of fifty police faced them, 
and threw stones aud clods of earth at 
the officers. The police charged several 


times. As the strikers fought back 
stubbornly, the police then fired two 
volleys from their revolvers. Three 
strikers were kille’ .nd fifteen were 
wounded. 

A dynamite bomb was exploded = on 
Saturday evening in Lourches, near 


Valenciennes, France. It wae intended 
to wreck the house of M. Devern, a civil 
engineer employed by the Douchy Min- 
ing Company, which in the last three 
years has had numerous disputes with 
its men. The windows of houses within 
100 yards were shattered, but other- 
wise little damage was done. Nobody 
was injured by fragments of the bomb, 
but a woman died of frigh half an 
hour after the explosion shook the vil- 
lage. Another woman is very low, and 
may die of the shock. A man suspected 
of placing the bomb has been arrested, 

Baron Max von Keuhlern, a ecion of 
an ancient German family, but lately 
acting as the directc- of a travelling 
circus, was ‘arrested at Ludwigstadt 
yesterday morning. The charges 
against him are those of trampling up- 
on his sister until she was almost dead, 
stabbing his wife, stabbing one of the 
hostlers employed with the circus, dash- 
ing his five children against the side of 
the travelling carriage, inflicting eeri- 
ous injuries upon all of them, wrecking 
the carriage which waa used for him- 
self and family for sleeping purposes, 
and stabbiag five ponies to death. These 
offences the baron committed because 4 
horse which bad been under his sister's 
care had died en route. The baron 
fought like a tiger in resistance of the 
police, and stabbed two gendarmes who 
were endeavoring to take him into cus- 
tody.

WHITE ELEPHANT TRAGEDY. 


Lover’s Long Search Kewarded—The 
Story of a Dive—Lared from Virtue his 
“Jeanette” Repuised Him—Two Shots 
End the Drama 
(Chicago Times.) 

When the police arrived the “ White 
Elephant” was deserted, or almost so. 
The painted women and men with drink- 
flushed faces had fled. Only four per- 
sons remained in the big barn-like drink- 
ing hall. One of ‘these was & white- 
aproned, white-jacketed bartender; an- 
other was & young doctor who had been 
hastily summoned from the nearest drag 
store; the other two were a man and 6 
woman, who lay on the sawdust-covered 
floor without motion or sign of life. A 
great hole in the bared breast of the 
woman told why she, dressed in the style 
of the singer on a cheap variety stage, 
lay so still. A gaping wound in the 
temple of the man, from which the clot- 
ted red blood still oosed, made ail en- 
quiry as to his condition unnecessary. 
Half covered with sawdust and close to 
the outstretched hand of the man lay 6 
revolver. 

Chicago people who knew the “ levee” 
of a few years back must of necessity 
have known the “ White Elephant.” It 
was one of the largest and most disreput- 
able dives that lined State street A 
one-story frame building with a Iront- 
age of fifty feet, it extended back to the 
alley, forming a huge barn-like interior, 
which no amount of ornamentation could 
relieve. Narrow windows set in the 
front high up from the street admitted 
but little daylight. Even the few rays 
of the sun that found their way inte the 
hall were not needed, for never—from 
the time the “ White Elephant” was 
opened until it wae closed by the po- 
lice—were the gas jete extinguished. 

WAS A TYPICAL “ DIVE.” 

Its street front, painted a dark blue, 
bore two crude representations of white 
elephants, whose extended trunks pointed 
to the wide, low door in the centre of 
the building. Within the house was 4s 
cheerless as wae ite exterior. Closely 
placed about the floor were cheap 
wooden tables, around which were many 
chairs. The table tops were  liquor- 
stained, and many of the chairs, by 
their broken rounds and dislocated backs, 
showed that they had been used as wea- 
pons, offensive and defensive, in the 
drunken brawls to which the den was 
no stranger. At the rear of the hall 
was 6 stage, if the cheap platform with 
ite two tawdry “ecenes” could be 60 
dignified. Such was the “ White Ele- 
phant "—a den to which the police were 
summoned two or three times a night, 
and then were only called when abso- 
lutely needed ; a den where broken-down 
prise-fighters combined the duties of 
waiter and “ bouncer,” and where rob- 
beries through the means of drugged li- 
quore were so common as to be un- 
worthy of notice; the habitual resort of 
the most depraved of men and women 
who eked out a harpy-like existence from 
the countrymen and the drunken “round- 
ers” they were able to lure to the place. 

FRIGHTENED REGULAR INMATES, 

But it was no ordinary salooar row that 
called the police to the place this night. 
The desertion of the vast hall by the 
persons who made it alinost their home 
showed this, 

The woman lying dead on the floor and 
whose low-cut drees had scarcely needed 
to be unfastened for the doctor to reach 
the wound over her heart was “ La Belle 
Helene "'—at least eo she had been adver- 
tised on the bill board in front of the 
piace, As her costume showed, she was 
one of the women who appeared in songs 
and dances on the stage, and who be- 
tween their “turns” induced visitors to 
the den to waste their money on adul- 
terated wines and drugged liquors. A 
French-Canadian, little was known of 
her by the ple of the place, Speaking 
but little English, ehe had introduced 
hereelf as “La Belle Helene,” and by 
her ability and attractive form had soon 


secured a piace on the regular pro- 
gramme, 

Of the man by whose hand she bad met 
her death even less was known. “ La 
Belle Helene” bad been at the “ White 
Elephant” for three months. “Jake” 
they bad never seen before. Who he was 


and where he came from no one knew 
and no one cared—at least, until be had 
killed “ La Belle Helene " and ended his 
own life, Then the police wanted to 
know, but there was nope to tell them. 


With the arrival of the police the 
tragedy was ended, The bodies of the 
variety singer and the uaknown or

The 
bodies were taken to the morgue by the 
patrol wagon of the Harrison street sta- 
tion.”

LUBED TO HEE RUIN. 


At last, in the French paper which 
Farmer Despard received every week 
from Montreal, ebe found an advertise- 
ment which eeemed to offer the realiza- 
tion of all her hopes. It stated that 4 
French lady of much wealth, residing 
in Chicago, desired a companion, young, 


good looking, and able to speak French.

RACE FOR LIFE.

Thrilling Episode in a Wilkes- 


barre Coal Mine. 


Chased by » Runaway Car in 2 Narrow Cut 
—One Man Killed and One Mortally 
Hurt—A Jamp in the Dark—Barely 


Escaped With Life. 
A Wilkesbarre, Pennsylvanie despatch 


of last night gives the following 
particulars of & runaway car at 
the Henry colliery, near Plains, 


this afternoon caused the death of one 
man, mortally sajured another, and a 
third only escaped by a race for life, 
which he barely woo. 

Michael Waluska, twenty-seven years 
old, unmarried: Anthony Duffy, twenty- 
nine years old, and Cornelius Connaghan, 
twenty-eight years old, were working in 
a deep and narrow breast, in which to 


facilitate the mining of the vein a car 
They filled a car 


which was spragged at the top of the 


steep incline. It was shortly after 12 
o'clock, and before letting the car down 
to the cangway the mien decided to eat 
their dinner. 

Getting their pails, they sat down on 
the track u thort distance below the car. 
After the meal was finished Connaghan 
started down the breast to get some 
more squibs for btasting. He had gone 
only a few yards when there was a wild 
shout of terror from his companions, and 
looking back he saw that the heavily 
loaded car had broken away from the 
sprag and was dashing down the steep 
incline toward him. 

Duffy and Waluska were running away 
from it down the breast, and Connaghan, 
knowing that his only hope of safety was 
in reaching a point some distance below 
where the gangway widened—for there 
was but a few inches of space where he 
stood between the car and the rib or 
side—turned and dashed down the track. 

He could hear the rattle and bang of 
the car as it flew toward him, and the 
cries of his companions as they ran. Once 
be heard a piercing scream, and knew 
that the car bad overtaken one of them, 
and almost instantiy afterward there 
was another shriek, and he realized that 
the second man bad been struck. 

Fear lent him speed, and he dashed 
onward. The rvea of air blew out his 
light, but he knew that to stop meant 
death, and redovbled his effort. Had 
his foot caught in one of the ties the car 
would have been on him before he could 
recover. He felt the car was gaining on 
him. It was so close that the rush and 
roar of the wheels made a noise like 
thunder. 

In the intense darkness he could not 
see whether he had reached the part of 
the breast where the gangway widened, 
and not daring to risk stopping, he 
bounded forward. A few steps more and 
the car was 40 close that he realized he 
must be struck the next moment if he 
kept on the track. 

Should he Jump to one side and take 
the risk of being crushed between the 
car and the rib or remain where he was? 
It was death ip either case, and he took 
the chance. He leaped almost as the car 
touched him, expecting to be. dashed 
against the wall.

HOME AND FIRESIDE.

Household Hints on a Variety 
of Topics. 


While most mothers would like to have 
their daughters proficient in cooking, 
few are willing to take the time and 
trouble to teach them. In the large 
towns, or cities, where cooking schools 
are a fad, girla have some chance to 
learn certain kinds of cooking, but the 
majority to whom such knowledge is 
indispensable, have no such opportunity. 

How shall these girls learn? Perhaps 
some would suggest doing as one mother 
of my acquaintance did when her daugh- 
ters wished to learn how to bake cakes 
and other articles of food. She gave 
them the materials, the use of the 
kitchen, and then closed the door and 
remained in the sitting-room, allowing 
them to do the best they could without 
any advice from her. In the course of 
time those girls became good cooks. 
Such a course is not a good one; it in- 
volve- too much waste, too many fail- 
ures and consequent discouragements for 
the girls. 

The method pursued by another class 
of mothers was well described in a little 
conversation between two young ladies 
—oue married, the other not—which I 
heard recently. Said the younger, 
“When I ask my mother how to mix 
this or that, or just what amount of in- 
gredients to take for a certain cake, she 
says, ‘Oh, Inever measure all the in- 
gredients, you must use your judgment 
in such matters.’ When I want to know 
exactly the amount of everything to 
use, it seems to me if I had kept house 
as long as she has I would know just 
the right amount of material to use in 
my cooking.” 

The married lady replied, ‘That is 
just the way my mother always did; 
when I was at home and wanted to learn 
how to make cake, she would tell me to 
take a little sugar, some milk or cream, 
some flour, a few eggs, etc. She never 
measured the materials used in her 
cakes. It was hard for me to learn from 
her.”’ " 

While not advising dependence D 
cook books, for circumstances often 
necessitate changes, the wise mother will 
teach her daughter accuracy in cooking, 
the reaults of her personal experience in 
housekeeping, and how to use cook 
books to advantage. In this way her 
daughter shall be fitted for a home of 
her own, and her son-in-law shall “call 
her blessed,” 

CARE OF TABLE LINEN. 

Never put table linen into soapeuds un- 
til it has had all stains remcred by 
pouring boiling water through them. 
This will remove al stains but iron 
rust. For that soak in a weak eolu- 
tion of oxajic acid, wetting the spot 
with cold water. Rub gently be- 
tween the hagds, and it will gradually 


disappear. If obstinate, repeat the 
process. Table linen should be rubbed 
lightly. Blue lightly, but do not 


starch too much. Stiffened linen is an 
abomination. Never allow tablecloths 
to hang on the line in @ strong wind. 
The hems will become frayed at the 
corners and @ general limpness be the 
result. Nothing is so wearing to all 
linen and cotton cloth as “ewitehing ” 
in the wind from a clothes-line. 
RING ROUNDS. 

When @ ring round appears, make & 
lye from wood ashes by putting a tea- 
cupfui in a basin of water on the stove 
and heating it to near the boiling point. 
Plunge the affected part into it and 
keep it there as long aa it can be borne. 
Repeat it a few times if mecessary. 

HOW TO KEEP LAMPS CLEAN. 

The lamps should be wiped with 
cheeaecloth. , The wicks should be trim- 
med with the sharp edge of visiting 
card or with a poker, heated redhot 
and ed over the wick. The last 
method is a little troublesome, but it 
removes the charred part evenly. 

BURNS. 

The pain from siight burne is very 
great. An excellent application is @ 
thick paste of common baking soda 
mowtened with water, spread on & 
piece of linen or cotton, and bound on 
the pact. This can be kept wet by 
squeezing ater on it from a sponge or 
cloth until tus emarting is soothed. 

A thick coating of starch can be used 
instead of the sods, or wheat flour, if 
nothing better can be had, but neither 
should be applied if the skin is broken. 
In this case it is better to use vase- 
line, olive or linseed oil. The doctor 
will supply some preparation contain- 
ing carbolic acid. 

listers should be pricked and the fluid 
absorbed with a soft cloth before ap- 
plying @ dressing. 

If the clothing adheres to the skin 
the loose part should be cut away, and 
the patches of material soaked off 
with oil or warm water. 

When the iujury is extensive the suf- 
ferer will be prostrated, and may die 
from the shock. Heat should be applied 
to the extremities and over the heart, 
and hot drinks given until the doctor 
comes. 

In burns from strong acid the part 
should be covered with dry baking soda 
or lime, as the alkali will neutralise 
the acid. No water should be used, 
but a dressing of cosmoline or oil ap 
plied after the alkali has been brushed 
off. 

When the burn has been caused by an 
alkali, an acid must be used. A person 
recovering from the effects of a burn 
requires very nourishing food. 

INEXPENSIVE PUDDINGS. 

Half-Hour Pudding—Beat four table- 
spoons of butter to & cream, with half 
a pint of powdered sugar; add the 
beated yolks of three eggs, then half 
a pint of cornmeal and the whites of 
the eggs, beaten to 4 stiff froth. Mix 
well and bake iu a pudding dish, well- 
buttered. Serve hot, with sauce. 

Baked Indian Pudding—A quart of 
eweet-milk, an ounce of butter, four 
well-beaten eggs, a teacup of cornmeal, 
a half pound raisins, @ quarter pound 
sugar. Scald the milk, and stir in the 
meal while it is boiling. Let it stand 


| until it is blood-warm,; stir well to- 


gether; bake for an hour and a half, 
and eerve with sauce. 

March Pudding—Wash and soak over 
night a cup of dried apples. Cut into 
small pieces, mix with the water in 
which they were soaked, add a cup of 
molasses and a teaspoon each of cin- 
namon and cloves. Mix together one 
ege, & quarter of a cup of butter and 
a cup and a quarter of flour. Add & 
teaspoon of soda to the apple and mo- 
lasses mixture. Stir in the flour. Bake 
immediately, and serve hot with hard 
sauce. 

Molasses Pudding—Three cups of flour, 
one cup each of molasses, melted butter 
and hot water; & teaépoon of soda. 
Steam three hours; serve with a sauce 
made of butter and sugar, worked to 
A cream, with hot water added to thin 
it and flavored with vanilla. 

One-Two-Three-Four Pudding— A cup 
of butter, two of sugar, three of flour, 
four eggs (beaten separately), a cup of

DOMINION PARLIAMENT |(L0SE OF THE SESSION.| 


Mr. Daly introduced a bill respecting 
the seigniory of Sault Saint Louis, which 
is to cenfirm an agreement by which 
the Governor-in-Council accepts, with the 
consent of the Iroquois Indians in Que- 
bec, 75 per cent. of the arrears of rent 
due by the Censitaires, the amount to be 
paid in cash. This is to settle a long- 
standing claim amouating to $7,000. 
After November 11th, 1892, the amount 
of rent will be paid in full. 

Sir Charlee H. Tupper, replying to Sir 
Richard Cartwright, said that the Gov- 
ernment had received and transmitted to 
Her Majesty’s Government the resolution 
of the British Columbia Legislature re- 
garding Behring sea. No basis of the 
catch had been arrived at. At one time 
it was thought that the claims for com- 
pensation under the modus vivendi might 
with advantage be pressed, but when the 
subject came up at the Paris tribunal 
it was found inexpedient under the terms 
of the convention to advance those 
claims against the United States. A 
number of these claims had been filed 
with the Canadian Government by the 
parties interested, and they would be 
Consulted as to the basis and means of 
substantiating them for the purpose of 
Consideration by Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment. The claims under the modus vi- 
vendi of 1891 were included in this cate- 
gory, but differ, inasmuch as Great Brit- 
ain had already rewarded and paid the 
sealers $100,060 in respect of losses lor 
that year. 

Mr. Haggart, replying to Mr. Somer- 
ville, said that Charles E. Hickey, super- 
intendent of the Williamsburg canal, had 
been notified that he could not hold the 
position and continue the practice of 
medicine. 

Mr. Daly introduced a bill to repeal the 
Homestead Exemption Aot in the Terri- 
tories, which gives the Territorial Assem- 
bly full power to deal with homestead ex- 
emptions. 

Mr. Chariton, in moving the second read- 
ing of the bill to secure a better observ- 
ance of the Lord's day, oommonly oalied 
Sunday, hoped the subject would be ap- 
proached free from party or personal in- 
fluences. He asked that the messure be 
oonsidered simply upon ite merits. On some 
occasions the promuter had been oslied a 
Crank, s fanatic, a Puritan, and a self- 
righteous man. He disclaimed any preten- 
sions save that he desired to promote the 
welfare of the community. The bill, it was 
true, was based upon religious oonsidera- 
tions, but he proposed to present it chiefly 
from the civil standpoint, and to secure 
the oivil rights of the citizens. The meas- 
ure was in the interest of human liberty, 
and was in a line with the Divine law. All 
human law rested upon the decalogue. No 
State oould be entirely divoroed from re- 
ligion. As St. Paul eaid, there is no power 
but God, and the powers that be are or- 
dained of God. Christianity had stamped 
its influence upon society. The require- 
ments of the Divine law should, therefore, 
be observed by the State. It should pro- 
vide euch laws as public necessity and the 
publio good required. This was the founda- 
tion upon which he introduced this bill. The 
movement fur Sunday reform wae specially 
in the interest of labor. Many of the evils 
of to-day were due to the fact that modern 
society disregarded the principles of Chris- 
tianity. The bill was not drastio or pur- 
itanical. Its alins were to secure religious 
and civil rights. It proposed first to put 
an end to the publication of Sunday news- 
papers. Such publications were a social 
evil and an éngine of the devil. He did not 
believe that it was beyond the power of 
the Government to deal with the subject 
of Sunday observance. The bill slso pro- 
vided for the prohibition of Sunday railway 
traffic, except in cases of necessity or 
meroy, such as oases of life and death, fire, 
eto. It had also been found that exception 
had to be made in the oase of through 
perishable freight. Especially should Sun- 
day exoursions be prohibited. Laborers and 
those who petronized such exoursions gen- 
erally were totally unfit to work the day 
following the Sundsy carousal. He only 
desired that employees in all classes of 
labor should be free to go to obhureh on 
Sunday if they wished. 

Mr. Christie said it wee a fallacy to oon- 
tend that legislation in the direction out- 
lined by the bill was an infringement upon 
civil liberties. The idea of Sunday as 8 
day that ought not to be profaned or dese- 
crated had long since been lost sight of. 

The bill was read a second time. 

Mr. Weldon moved the second reading of 
@ bill to disfranchise voters who have teken 
bribes. 

The bill was read a seoond time, and re- 
ferred to a select committee. 

The following Bills were read a third 
time : 

To incorporate the St. Clair and 
Erie Ship Canal Company—Mr. Tiedale. 

To amend an act respecting the Ladies 
of the Sacred Heart of Jesus—Mr. La Bi- 
Viere. 

Kespecting the Niagara Grant Isiand 
Bridge Company—Mr. Ingram. 

Respecting the River St. Clair Railway 
Bridge and Tunnel Company—Mr. In- 
gram. 

The House resumed in Committee of 
Ways and Means. 

Mr. Foster moved that “ Swedish roll- 
ed iron nail rods, not more than one- 
half inch diameter, for the manufacture 
of horse-naiis,”” be included in the item 
of “Swedish rolled irom rods under 1-2 
inch in diameter, and of not less thaa 
13-4 of a cent per pound value, 15 per 
cent. ad valorem.” The item, as amend- 
ed, was carried. 

Mr. Chariton thought barbed wire 
should be placed on the free list. 

Mr. Foster said a reduction of one- 
half had been made in the duty. To place 
it on the free list would destroy the 
work of eight or nine milla engaged in 
the industry. The item wae carried. 

Mr. Barnard regretted that the Gov- 
ernment had not seen fit to increase the 
duty on lead bars, block and sheets, 
which wae 60 cents per 100 pounds. Last 
year he believed as much lead wae manu- 
factured in British Columbia as was 
used in the whole of the Dominios. He 
thought the lead industry deserved as 
much encouragement ae the iron in- 
dustry. The item was carried. 

Mr. Foster moved that “ generators, 
dynamos, and sockets’ be included with 
“eleetric motors and apparatus, n.e.s., 
25 per cent. ad valorem.” 

The item, as amended, wae carried. 

Mr. McMullen objected to the duty of 
64-100 cents per pound on refined sugars. 
It was a policy devised solely to puta 
million and a balf dollars a year into 
the pockets of the refiners. 

Mr. Mille (Bothwell) wished to know 
what was meant by refined sugars. Were 
they to understand that West Indian 
sugars refined on the centrifugal wheel 
were refined eugars? 

Mr. Stairs did not see how the hon. 
Finance Minister eouid treat centrifugal 
eugare as refined sugars. They were not 
taxed as refined sugars onder the old 
tariff. 

The item was carried. 

The House adjourned at 11 p.m. 


There was a frightiu] railway collision 
near Bartendrecht, Hoilaad, on Tuesday 
between the Paris express and a freight 
train consisting of care joaded with 
petroleum, at a point between Zwijnijn- 
drecht and Barendrecht. The express 
struck the freight train, shattering all 
the care and eetting fire to the pe- 


troleam, Both trains were burned up, 
and the passengers of the express had 
great difficulty in getting outof reach 
of the flames, eo rapidly did the fire 
spread. A number of persons were ia-

THE PROROGATION SPEECH. 


Mr. Hardy moved the House into Com- 
mittee of the Whole on the Municipal 


Amendment Act, for the purpose of 
amendment. 

Mr. Clarke (Toronto) moved that the 
clause providing for the payment of 
aldermen to the amounts of $300 to 
aldermen generally and $400 to chair- 
men of committees be altered by strik- 
ing out the provision calling for a vote 
ou the matter before a aystem of pay- 
ment could come into effect. The legis- 
lation providing for payment of aldermen 
had been asked for by the Board of 
Trade, the Trades and Labor Council, 
and the Ratepayers’ Association, and by 
passing his motion the clause would be 
brought into effect during 1894. 

The motion was passed and the Bill 
reported. 

The Act to consolidate and amend the 
drainage laws was referred back to 
committee, apd reported after some dis- 
cussion with some slight amendments. 
Its third reading was postponed until 
to-morrow. 

Mr. Ross moved the third reading of 
his Bill to amend the Act respecting the 
feea of certain public officers. 

A division was taken, and the amend- 
ment lost on a vote of 34 to 23. 

The House went into committee on a 
resolution hy Mr. Harcourt involving 
aid to certain railways, the amounts 
proposed to be granted being ae follows: 
To the Irondale, Bancroft & Ottawa 
Railway Company, for 15 miles, $3,000 
per mile; to the Northern & Pacific 
Junction Railway (ompany, for 1 1-2 
miles, $7,500; to the Ottawa, Arnprior 
& Parry Sound Railway Company, for 
35 miles, $3,000 per mile; to the On- 
tario & Rainy River Railway Company, 
for 35 miles, $3,000 per mile. 

The resolutions were carried, and a 
Bill founded upon them was read a firet 
time. 

On going into concurrence in report of 
the Committee of Supply, 

Mr. Meredith moved that the cstimates 
of the Department of Provincial License 
Inspection be referred back to commit- 
tee, and that the item of $1,750 for sal- 
ary of a Provincia! License Inspector be 
struck out. He said he did not think Mr. 
J. K. Stewart had shown himself to be 
a desirable or efficient official, and that 
he should be dispensed with. 

Mr. Hardy said he disagreed with the 
hon. member in his estimate of Mr. Stew- 
art’s usefulness and ability. 

A division wae taken, and the amend- 
ment lost on a vote of 43 to 24. 

Mr. White moved that the estimate 
for the salary of Inspector Noxon be 
struck out of the estimates, 

This was lost on division, on the same 
vote, 

Mr. Monk moved to reduce the agri- 
culture estimates by $2,000, being the 
salary of the Clerk of Forestry, an of- 
fice now vacant. 

Lost on the aame division. 

The bill respecting elections in the 
outer districts of the province was read 
a third time and passed on division. 

The House went into committee on the 
bill respecting the representation of 
certain cities in the Legislative As- 

mbly. 

Mr. Clarke (Toronto) said that the bill 
was certainly an improvement over the 
condition of affaires up to 
time. He did not think, however, that 
Toronto wae fairly treated even yet, as 
it had not the representation to which 
its population fairly entitled it. In this 
city there were 43,000 voters, who would 
have four representatives, while the 
united constituencies of the eight mem- 
bers of the Government contained only 
53,000 electors. The Government had 
taken much credit for the fairness of its 
division of Toronto, but he challenged 
anyone to draw lines of division which 
would have been more to the advantage 
of the Government. Not only had the 
old reliable ward lines been disregarded, 
but the number of voters in the various 
divisions had been utterly disregarded in 
order to secure a political advantage. 
South Toronto would, by the new divi- 
sion, have 50 per cent. more voters than 
North Toronto, and double the number 
contained in the others. This was the 
division for which the hon. gentlemen 
were taking credit on the ground of fair- 
ness. He predicted that, in epite of the 
way in which the city had been cut up, 
there would be four Toronto Conserva- 
tive members in the next House. 

Mr. Gibson said that if there was such 
@ good chance of the hon. member's pro- 


phecy proving true, there was eurely no 


such unfairness in the division of the 
constituencies as had been charged. No 
matter how the city had been divided, 
the charge of the hon. member would 
have been made, if not with regard to 
one constituency at any rate with re- 
gard to another. The division had been 


universally commended, both in To- 
ronto and in the country, as a very 
fair one. While South Toronto coald 


not be expected to grow to any great 
extent, the three others would continn- 
ally expand, and so lessen the present 
inequality in population. 
it wae proposed to provide that the 
Island ehould form part of East Toronto, 
as it would be cumbrous to divide its 
small vote among various constituencice. 

After the committee arose, and on a 
motion for the third reading, 

Mr. Meredith proposed an amendment. 
The Bill, he said, waa objectionable on 
several grounds. He did not see why 
the municipal lista should not be set- 
tled, as they formerly were, by an ap- 
peal to the County Judge. He therefore 
moved that all the words in the motion 
after the word “that” be atruck out, 
and the following substituted therefor : 
“ The said Bill imposes on the manhood 
suffrage electors who are not also muni- 
cipal electors the necessity for personal 
appearance for the purpose of being reg- 
istered as voters, but does not impose 
that condition on other electors, and 
thereby establishes an unjust and in- 
vidious distinction between different 
classes of persons entitled to the fran- 
ehise, and violates sound principles of 
legislation, which demand that the laws 
should be so framed as to bear equally 
on all classes of people; and this House, 
in assentiog to the third reading of 
the said Bill does not commit itself to 
the principle of applying the system of 
registration to a portion osly of the 
electorate, or to the principle of  en- 
trusting the preparation of the voters’ 
liste to boards composed jp part of offi- 
ciales holding their offices at the pleas- 
ure of the Government of the day.” 

Mr. Ross replied in a general defence 
of the features of the measure. 

Mr. Wood (Brant) moved an amend- 
ment to the amendment declaring that 
the Bill provided better safeguards and 
more complete facilities for obtaining a 
perfect list than prevailed under the 
old system. 

After some discussion the amendment 
proposed by Mr. Wood was withdrawn.

The Honse went into committee on 
the City Representation Biil. Some dis- 
cussion arose again on the elause which 
had been inserted at the instance of 
Mr. Harty respecting the taking away 
of the township of Kingston from the 
city, and incorporating it in the county 
of Frontenac. The Opposition objected 
to the change, but it was finally allowed 
to pass. An amendment which had been 
introduced by Mr. Gibson was then con- 
sidered. It provided that in cities in 
which the Registration Bill shall not 
come into effect at the next election, 
and which have been divided, no person 


-Who would in other respects have been 


qualified shall be disqualified by reason 
of not being on the last revised voters’ 
list, on which his name has not been 
placed, or of not having resided within 
the said district during the time other- 
wise necessary. The Opposition mem- 
bers urged that the same provision 
should apply to Toronto. At 6 o'clock 
the committee arose and reported pro-

tion of the province at the World's Co- 
Jumbian Exposition, its progress and 
Fesources were exhibited to great ad- 
Vantage, securing Tor the province in 
many departinents a position of enviable 
Prominence. We may confidently hope 
that material reeults of a very substan- 
tial character will accrue to the pro- 
vince. 

The various provisions of the acts re 
epecting the registration of manhood 
euffrage voters in cities and for the 
prompt punwhment of persons guilty of 
personation at elections for Legislative 
Assembly will, 1 trust, be found effec- 
tual in preventing and purifying the 
voters’ lists, simplifying the euroiment 
of all duly qualified electors and facili- 
tating the suppression of corrupt prac- 
tices. 

The readjustment of the representa- 
tion of the cities of Toronto, Ottawa, 
Hamilton and Kingston in the Legis- 
lative Amembly will, I trust, prove 
satisfactory. 

I notice with pleasure that you have 
established a Provincial park at Ron- 
deau, in western portion of the Pro- 
vince. I do not doubt that the future 
will furnish abundant evidence in the 
establishment of this and other parks 
you have evinced forethought and pru- 
dence. 

The Act respecting mines and mining 
lands and the Acta for improving the ad- 
ministration of justice in the districts of 
Nipissing and Rainy River for facilitat- 
ing local administration of justice, and 
for enabling boards of trade in cities 
to appoint general arbitrators, will com- 
mend themselves to the public as ineas- 
ures of practical utility. 

The Acts consolidating and amending 
the drainage lawe, mortgages and rales 
of personal property, the Acts amending 
the Division Courts Act, the municipal 
and aasessinent laws, are further meas- 
ures of public importance.
